The trade of the Philippines | 
largely Japanese and. rar 
Their prosperity depends entirely 
on their protected trade with Am- 
erica; whitch !s really based on 
sugar. This ts realized in the Isles, 
and every effort is made to con- 
fine purchases as’far. as possible to 
American goods, in order to per- 
suade America to continue. the 
protection of the Philippine groups 
indefinitely. 

By peaceful penetration into the 
Philippines in exactly the same 
way as in the Netherlands East | 
Indies; Japan has instituted a trade 
which is almost unassailable. She 


through a very large number of 
Japanese retailers, thus confining 
thelr purchases to Japan: They 
exist in every town. and tn-practi- 
cally every village, aay the Philip- 
pines, 

In the " Straits Settlements. the 
improvement in the rubber and tin 
Industries and the. very large in- 
crease in European population has 
expanded the market of Malaya in 
every direction, and is bringing 
prosperity to the Straits.

DUTCH EAST ,INDIES 

The Dutch East Indies is one of 
‘the few ‘countries in the world 
which have played the , “gold 
game”: that ts, they have made a 


standard system to deflate their 
currency so that, “vis-a-vis” ster-, 
ling, it may come into balance. In 
my view, that balance, say G.7.50 
to the £1, should become effective 
early in 1937, end as soon as de- 
flation is operative, trade with 
Europe should extend substantially. 

Her trade with Asia is balanced, 
while ther exports to Europe are 
more than twice her imports from 
Europe, Any improvement due to 
currency deflation shoujd tend to 
balance trade with Europe. There 
are no signs that Asia will be able 
to extend her imports from Java 
materially, and this must of neces- 
sity limit Asian exports to Java. .| 

The -old gold standard system 
can only be used in countries where 
labour 1s unorganized, as‘is the case 
in the Netherlands East ‘Indies. 
Deflation, as we know it, consists 
chiefly of reducing wages. In due 
course, this reduces the ‘cost of ex-, 
ports in the country concerned and 
makes them more attractive to the 
rest of the world. In those coun- | 
tries where labour has been or- 
» ganized over the last fifty years It. 
has become tmposstbte to make the
